There are recards of earlier forms of football being played in 


+ yOArs; f the game was 
‘na that date back 2000 years; anda form of th 
ae in ancient Greece and Rome. But it was in England

From the 14th C it was played in fields and streets and was 
seen as ungodly and vulgar. Indeed it was very much a game 
for the masscs. = ee 
esis to suppress the game by religious authorities failed 
miserably, and this popular new gane became known as 
Mob Football. 


The name was apt. Mob Foothall was little more than a 
violent and prolonged strect halve. 

A football field was the length of the town and the number of 
players might total as many as 500. The conflict continued all 
day long unol nightfall, with as many legs being broken as 
windows. 

There were even some deaths on the football pitch. It was 
from these ugly beginnings that the beautiful gume was to 


emerge. 


Football today is mily a glabal phenomenon. As the world's 
most popular sport it has captured the imagination of 
hundreds of millions of players and fans from Sheffield to 
Shanghai. Walk down even the 

dustiest back streets of che remotest places on earth and 
youlll find children kicking a hall and pretending to be 
Beckham or Ronaldo. 


BRINGING ORDER TO CHAOS 

By the mid-19th C the game had evolved somewhat, though 
there was still no standard set of rules. Teams from different 
areas played under different laws, often leaving it up to the 
captains to agree the rules 

of the game between themselves. The various public schools 
and Cambridge University had each introduced their own 
idiosyncratic laws that co-existed. What was needed was a 
strong set of indniduals with 

the vision and determination to impose a standard set of Jaws 


of the game. And that is precisely what was about to happen 
in the city of Sheffield. 


THE STORY IN SHEFFIELD 

At this time fencing and cricket were the sports of choice for 
the relHo-do young men of Sheffield. 

However, members of die fencing club and gymnasium in 
Clarkehouse Road were also experimenting with football 
from about 1859. 


ai of 1854, the Sheffield Cricket Club and other 
cc. held a meeting in the Arundel Street's Adelphi Hotel 
o hear proposals regarding a new cricket pound. The site in 
quatan was a plat of land hy Bramall Lane. 


SHEFFIELD FC /A BRIEF HISTORY 


The club was granted a 99 year lease, and the first cricket 
match took place on April 30th 1855. One of the participants 
that day was William Prest, a name that would come to play a 
crucial role in the development of foothall. 


THE BIRTH OF SHEFFIELD FC AND MODERN 
FOOTBALL 

In May 1857, the wine merchant Prest and his close friend 
Nathanict Creswick, a soliator and chairman of a silver-plate 
company, Were chatting late into the night when foothall 
became one of the topics of their 

conversation. Both friends agreed thar this would be a 
splendid candidate for organised sport during the winter 
months. 


Sheffield Foothall Club was bom on October 24th 1857. 
Officers of the new football club were duly elected, and the 
club set up headquarters 

in a potting shed and greenhouse at the batom of East Bank 
Road behind the hame of one of Sheffield’s great townsmen, 
Mr Thomas Asline Ward, Nathaniel Creswick was duly 
appointed Secretary and Captain. 


The first act of the new club's committee was to study the 
existing sets of rules and lay clown its awn code in a succinet 
set of Taws. 

Creswick wrote to the public schools and callected together 
the myniad of various niles. Many were curious to say the 
least. One rule from Winchester school stated that yau 
should not hold and hack a man at the same time. 

The number of players and the hours of play were in those 
days unlimited. 20-a-side games were not uncommon, and 
the game continued until dusk. Clearly there was a need for 
standardisation of these 

yarious rules, and The Club's niles ancl regulations were the 
foundation stones on which the modern game was built. 
The new club attracted much interest, and members 
organised teams such as Mamied Men versus Unmarried 
Men and Professional Occupations versus 

The Rest. Soon, ather clubs were springing up such as 
Hallam Football Club in 1860. 

By 1862 there were no fewer than fifteen organised clubs in 
and around Sheffield. 

In 1863 the Football Association was formed by a loose 
fedleration of clubs in the Landan area. Sheffield Club 
members were instrumental in the formatian of the FA. 
Indeed, The Club was a founding member and 

remains a member to this day.

Sheffield FC became one of the founding clubs of the 
Sheffield FA in 1877.

FOOTBALL INNOVATORS 
Sheffiekt Foathall Club pioneered many innovations in the 
game. Heading was unheard of in the South until 1875. 
When Sheffield travelled daw to the Oval to play Landon, 
the sight of the players butting the ball 
reduced the Landon team and their fans to fits of laughter.

In every sense, 
Sheffield FC played a tuly historic role in the development 


of the gue 
of football. 


Golden greats Golden moments 

No history of Sheffield FC would be complete without 
mention of the Clegg brothers. JC Clegg and his brother 
William were footballers bom and bred and dedicated their 
lives to the game. 

Bath brothers regularly featured on the Sheffield FC team 
sheet, and hoth were knighted for their services to English 
foathall. Sir Charles Clegg, as he became known, played in 
the first ever match between 

Scotland and England in 1872 - which was also the world's 
first international game. In later years he became a referee, 
laking charge of the FA Cup Finals of 1882 and 1892, and in 
1923 Sir Charles was 

appointed President of the FA. 

The club's finest hour came on the 4th Apml 190-4 when dey 
lifted the FA Amateur Cup. The final, against Ealing, drew 
6,000 cheering fans to 

Valley Parade and saw SheMeld nin aut 3-1 victors. 

Another great moment came in 19.57 when Sheffield FC 
celebrated its centenary. Amongst the many activilies and 
events Were ovo histonc matches: one in which a Sheffield XI 
Were pitted against an England XI 

wu Hillshorough; and a second mateh in which a Sheffield 
Tepresentagve amateur side played Scotland's oldest club 
Queen's Park. 

The following evening saw the centrepiece of the festivities, a 
grand banquet held at the Cutler's Hall in Sheffield. Auended 
by HRH The Duke of Edinburgh and Sir Stanley Rous, it 


was a glittering occasion. 


The Club, as Sheffield FC has become known, continued to 
ply uninterrupted through two World Wars, a feat of 
endurance and dogged deternnnination in itself. 

More Tecent imes have once more brought success to 
Sheffield FC, and the club is going from strength to strength. 
In 2001 the team progressed to the Fourth Qualifying Round 
af the FA Cup for the first time since 1959, hitting the 
Nalonal sporting headlines for their achievement. They also 
clinched the North Counties 

East Foathall League Cup in the same year and finished a 
creditable seventh in the NCEFL Premier Division both in 
that year and in 2003. 


Sheffield FC is proud of its uniquely rich histary. 

As Ptoncers of the modern game, football owes so much to 
the vision and passion of the club, and this forward-thinking 
culture remains very much in evidence to this day. 


A BRIGHT FUTURE 

The present club, with its players, coaching staff and anny of 
tireless helpers anc supporters has kept the wadition started 
all thase years ago by William Prest and Nathaniel Creswick 
very much alive and kicking. And the future has never 
looked brighter, it established its own ground for the very 
first time hack in 2001 and played the mighty Manchester 
United to celebrate in a pre season friendly which saw a 
capacity crowd of 1,500 attend. Since those days the ground 
has now been developed extensively with further plans in 
place for the future. 


As a result of a recent marketing push many more people 
have became much mare aware of Sheffield FC including 
local, national and international markets. In fact some club 
officals recently qravelled to Barcelona as guests of honour 
for The Catalan Football Federation Awards Ceremony. 
Here they were very proud to receive an Award for The 
Club's services to 

football. Following the Awards they were then given a 
persounl tour of the Camp Nou by Juan Laporta all filmed by 
The BBC and the Spanish press. 


In 200-4 they were also invited to Paris hy FIFA to attend 
their own Centennial Celebration. Here Sheffield FC picked 
up an Order of Ment Award 

as the oldest club in the world, this was a fantastic honour 
especially as the only other football club to receive such an 
Award was Real Madnid as the 

team to win the most silverware in Europe aver the last 100 
years. 


A lot of this increased exposure and other marketing activity 
has helped ta attract additional sponsors and commeraal 
support to such a unique club. 

The ground is now called the Bight Finance Sradium 
following a significant investment from a rapidly growing local 
business and we are very pleased 

to boast our new shirt sponsors called Ade, a national 
company with headquarters in Sheffield whose name is now 
on each individual shirt from the First Team to the U19 ‘s 
squad, 


We are also very proud to have the support of Adidas who 
now ollicially supply all of the kit and merchandise for The 
Club. 


A new addition to SFC set up in 200-6 is the affiliation with an 
existing local Ladies squad. They are currently perfonning 
exceptionally well in the Yorkshire & Humberside League 
Division I and their own County FA Cup competitions. The 
Ladies are also very pleased they have an offical shirt 
sponsor with Body Sculpture Lid who distribute fimess and 
sports equipment throughout the world. 


Sheffield FC is certainly alive and kicking and has never 
looked brighter as it moves towards ils next great milestone - 
which will be a celebration of 

its 150-year anniversary in 2007.

MILLENIUM STADIUM, CARDIFF 29/5/05 


* We're all off to Cardill’. Yes, today’s the alay. It's a 
beautiful day as I wait at the top of the road for Min to 
arrive, ‘Mint is the name of Helen's car and its her who's 
doing the first spot of driving this momung. She shea up 
hang on time at 6.15, which is very early for her. No , that's 
not quite right...its UN HEARD OF! As far as Helen goes, 
she thinks there is only one 6 O'clock in a day and that's at 
tea-time. I slide myself into the back to join Lynne whilst 
John is doing navigating duties in the front beside Helen.

Lynne gets comfy with the cats blanket as 2 head rest and I 
get my writing pad out. John says,” Be careful Helen, 
Trev's doing a Travels’ today so everything you say and do 
will be closely monitored and recorded for posterity,” So 
Helen replies..."Well then, as I was saying to George 
Clooney in bed last night.Not tonight love, I've gat to be 
up early in the morning for the match! 
As we pass the first lat of services I pipe up, “Are we there 
yet?" We then tuck into the first food intake of the day, 
with Everton mints and sparkly fruits. There's quite a bit of 
traffic on the motonvay now, but all is running smoothly. 
Most of the cars and vans we see have Wednesday fans in 
them, with one or two Elartlepoal cars dotted here and 
there.

The 
route planning was spol on as we entered Wales just gone 
10 O'clock, the roadsigns being in Welsh and English (for 
us Heathens), and we didn't even need our passports, 
Time for more mints, and John decides to have a banana, 
which he promptly drops open the floor after peeling the 
skin off.

waAll youcan see is blue and white all over.(Hartlepool 
nonnally play in blue too, but will be wearing their change 
strip today). It's deafening too with music coming from the 
pubs, fans chanting and the constant sound of whistles and 
air hors. 

First point of call is somewhere to eat, so it's very 
convenient that as we're very slowly making our way along 
the street we pass a chippy. Helen says, “How about some 
chips?" Everyone agrees, so I go inside to order while the 
girls find somewhere to stand, and John helps with carrying 
the said food outside. As we're munching away, a couple of 
lads come up to me saying, "Hey pal, where did you get 
those chips?" ] look over his shoulder and say, “Its ght 
behine you.” To which his mate says to him, "You dazy 
sod, are you blind?" or words to that effect. 

We decide to move along off the main road and turn 
down the first available street. Here, we're able to rest 
ourselves on a shop ledge and watch hundreds of 
Wednesday fans having an impromptu game of football 
while we eat our chips. There's no goals, it's just a case of 
every so often you would see numerous football going high 
into the sky to the cheers of the crowd. This was usually 
followed by some booing when the Welsh constabulary 
decided to confiscate the balls, when they landed near 
them. It's a good job there was an endless supply of them. 
Atone point, a bloke walking past us offered Lynne his 
can of Jager to wash her chips down with ! After staved off 
the pangs of hunger we decided to head towards the castle. 
All these people , and Helen keeps on bumping into 
people she knows. It happened at least twice to my 
knowledge. At the casde, we decided not to go in but sat 
around the outside in what was probably a moat at some 
point, along with a lot more of the supporters who were 
taking in the sun, having pienics and playing football. 

Time to take a few pictures , then it's off towards the 
stadium. It's impressive from the outside, even though you 
only get partial views due to it being in the centre of the 
city, as we're walking around towards our entruice gate, a

In fact John says he thought he spotted Chris Bonnington 
on the door at the top of the stairs along with a group of 
Sherpa's and a sign saying ‘Base Camp - This Way! Up to 
our seats, and there's anly one way to describe 
It.....Fantastic! What a superb place. We're about sixteen 
rows from the back near the comer flag and it's a brilliant 


view, Although at this height, both me and John are prone 
to getling a nosebleed and vertigo too! Let's just say we 
didn't make any sudden movements. We try and spot 
Helen and Lyune, but they are just out of our site on the 
level below us. Thankfully, there was plenty of leg room 
between the rows of seats which made it more comfortable 
than a lot of stadiums I've been to. With kick-off 
approaching it's wonderful to see the stadium full of blue 
and white. Wednesday have brought over 40,000 fans 
today in a crowd of just under 60,000, a recard for this 
play-off final.Of course the Wednesday fans are also in 
fine voice, but credit too to the Hartlepool fans as they join 
in with their songs too. It's an exciting first half with the 
Owls having the majority of play and creating plenty of 
chances, which all go begging. In fact Hartlepool only have 
two efforts at goal all the half. With a minute to go to half 
time Wednesday get the breakthrough when Rocastle sels 
off on a ran down the left and squares the ball towards goal 
where Mcgovem is on hand to sweep the ball home, much 
to the delight of the Wednesday fans who go mental, us 
inchided. The half time whistle blows and it's a great feeling 
to get the goal after all the efforts they had. Even the half 
time entertainment is a good omen , as Ozzie Owl beats 
the Hartlepool mascot in a penalty shoot out. 

The second half gets underway and within a minute the 
scores are level, as Wednesday fail to deal with a cross into 
the box. It's disappointing as we expected Wednesday to at 
least wait unl ten minutes before Gime before giving away 
an equaliser! It's like watching nvo different teams now, as 
Hartlepoo! have the upper hand, forcing Wednesday on 
the back foot. Worse was to follow as Hartlepool then take 
the lead, again through a defensive mistake. The Owls just 
ciur't seem to get going dis half and the crowd at our end is 
certamly subdued at present.

We all take it for granted about Sheffield FC’s place in history as the Oldest 
Club in the World, but have you ever stopped to think who holds that 
illustrious spot in a different country’s history? In this mini series we will be 
asking that very question, as Behind the Flag’s Stuart James takes a look at 
who were the pioneers in some of Europe’s super powers, how it all started 
and where it went from there. 


Recreativo de Huelva was founded on the 23rd of December 1889, the same year as Sheffield 
United, by a Dr Alejandro McKay and a Guillermo Shundeim, who formed an informal sports club 
for overseas workers at the Rio Tinto copper mines and the sailors who visited the Andalucian 
port - complete with a section dedicated to that “strange sport” played by the British - “Foot- 
Ball”. At first (as with Sheffield FC) finding opposition was particularly difficult - well It would be if 
you were the ONLY team in Spain - and when the next teams in the country were formed (CF 
Palamos and Gimnastica Tarragona -— both to the North near Barcelona), you wouldn't expect 
them to have to travel the 790 miles to play a game, would you? No, but they managed to 
arrange their first competitive game on the 8th of March 1890, against a team of British 
expatriate water works employees based in Seville a mere 65 miles up the road. The Seville team 
won 2-0, even though they were a man short! 


Like Club, Huelva never really set the Spanish football scene alight, even though they had a good 
couple of years to establish themselves before the “blq” teams came to the fore. In 1909 they 
were granted the Royal Seal of Approval by King Alfonso XIII - the prefix of “Real” being added to 
their title, but this did little to improve their fortunes. They spent the majority of the twentieth 
century stuck in the lower reaches of the Spanish League, fluctuating between the Segunda 
(Second Division) and the Segunda B (Amateur Levels); however in 1978 they finally managed 
promotion to La Liga. Naturally given a history where they never achieved much, they were 
relegated the season after. The “Decano” (roughly translated as the old man of football — or more 
accurately the “deacon”) did the unthinkable only a couple of years ago when they repeated the 
feat of 18 — only to repeat their performance in the top flight by getting relegated straight back 
down. Their moment of glory finally came In 2003, when they reached the Copa Del Rey final for 
the first time in their history - unfortunately there was to be no fairytale ending as they fell at the 
final hurdle, losing 3-0 to Real Mallorca in Elche. 


Nowadays Recreativo Ply their trade in the Segunda Division once again, last season finishing a 
respectable fifth in the division, and they have a pretty nice stadium to boot. The Estadio Nuevo 
Colombino holds nearly 20,000 —- and paying homage to their uniqueness of being the aldest dub 
IN Spain - it has the formation year patterned into the seats behind one of the goals. They go into 
the current season with most of their current squad being farmed from nearby Seville, with not 
hia locals in the side at all, but having said that the majority of the first Huelva side was 

nglish anyway — so nothing new there. Hopefully the future will be kind to the Decano, a team 
with such a unique heritage deserves to win something sometime, wouldn’t you agree?
